AupBaAny, N. Y., February 21.—[{Special.]—

In the vicinity of the large hotels the scenes 
hare been ofa most animated character, the 
delegaics and their friends gathering in groups 
and either discussing the political situation or 
cracking a joke at somebody’s expense. The 
arrangements have been completed, and the 
work of the convention will be expeditiously 
performed. 

The Opening Seene. 

The state committee will meet tomorrow 
morning at 9 o’clock, when it willsettle all 
controversies and listen to all protests before 
the convention meets at’ noon. At precisely 
12 o'clock on Monday the convention will be 
called to order by Chairman Edward Murphy, 
Jr., of the state committee, when a chairman 
of the convention will be named. The 
delegates will be seated by committees, 
60 that Tammany, Kings and Erie will ocoupy 
front seats, andthe counties where there is 
any suspected defection will be put in the back 
ofthe hall, Ifthe committee of fift} get in 


- atall, they will be seated in the extreme rear, 


Tie hall is capable of seating about three 
thousand poople, and if the delegates in front 
desire, they can atany time drown out any 


oppasiticn voice that may be raised. 


Senator Hill at Home. 

Senator Hill has been at home at his parlors 
allday receiving numerous callers, among 
whom Were many prominent men. Some of 
these he took into the priyate room, and there, 
quiet and uninterrupted, he not only sought 
but gave advice for conducting the political 
issues of the hour. Such men as Bourke 
Cockrane, Thomas F. Grady, Edward Mur- 
phy, Jr., Richard Croker and Senators Brown 
and Cantor were closeted with the great po- 
litical chieftain. Theresults of these confer- 
ences have become so speculative that reports 
highly co’ored and purély imaginative have 
been put in circulation. The policy of Sen- 
ator Ifill is silence until the proper time comes 
tospeak. Heis perfectly satisfied since the 
people bave placed the stamp of approval, by 
the unanimity of their choice of dele- 
gates favorable to him, not only as_ being jus- 
tified in calling an early convention, but as a 
popular endorsement of his public acts, and 
confidence in him as a leader. 

The sentiment of the people can be best 
judged by the expressions of their representa- 
tives. 

Chairman] Murphy’s Views. 

Mr. Murphy, chairman of the state commit- 
tee, today said in answer to a query, that the 
business of the convention will be conducted 
witlout unnecessary delay. 

‘I have every reason to believe that the 
name of Senator Hill will be received with 
acclamation by the convention. There have 
been but few deiegates elected to the conven- 
tion whe are unfavorable to him, and I have 
no idea that they will make any showing at the 
convention. The democratic voters of the 
state are favorable to Hill, and desire that 
delegaics from this state should be sent to the 
Chicago cenvention who will favor him. The 
Gelegates to be selected will be for Hill, and 
the majority of the voters of the state are with 
him.” 

Richard Croker Present. 

Richard Croker, whois one of the most im- 
portant personages at the convention, said, 
when approached: 

“This convention will be a most enthusias- 
tic and unanimous gathering of representa- 
tives of the democratic voters of the state, and 
will be most favorable to Senator Hill. Dur- 
ing his term as governor he dis- 
played exceptional executive ability, and 
by his judicious action gained a warm 
feeling in the hearts of thousands of voters 
who were opposed to him. There is no doubt 
but that Mr. Hill will receive a solid repre- 
sentation from this state, and wili go before 
the Chicago convention with its most sturdy 
support.” 

State Comptroller Campbell was of the 
opinion that there wonld be no trouble from 
the protesting committee, and that everything 
would work harmoniousiy for the welfare of 
the party. 

The Committee of Fifty. 

The committee of fifty of New York city 
which has been organized to protest against 
the hokling of the convention, will make a 
strenuous fight to have their protest heeded. 
E. Eilery Anderson, ex-Mayor William R. 
Gracé, ex-Secretary of the United States 
Treasury Charles 8. Fairchild, Hon. W. E. 
Curtis and many other prominent men are in 
the cityiand interested in the movement of the 
dissensionists. 

Ex-Mayor Grace, when asked what action 
his committee contemplated, replied that the 
substance of the protest will be that ‘We, 
representing a portion of the state democracy, 
do not think it right and proper that the con- 
vention should be held at so early a date, and 
ask that the present convention be dissolved 
and that one be held later composed of 
delegates which shall hereafter be chosen.”’ 

Tho General Opinion. 

The opinion has become general that 
the democratic party in this state is not 
in a very good humor just now. The men 
for Hill are in the saddle, the men for Cleye- 
Jand are on the ground. Between them at 
present there seems to be as much hard feeling 
asifticy belonged to different forces instead 
of in the same camp.

THE ENGINE STRUCK A ROCK 


And Plaunged Over an Embankment Forty 
Feet High—Wonderful Escapes. 

PITTSBURG, Pa, February 21.—The Wheeling 
express onthe Wheeling division of the Balti- 
moreapd Obio railway, with 100 passengers on 
board, had a narrow escape from an awful accli- 
dent near Whitehall, twelve miles south of this 
city, last night. Near Whitehall, and just around 
the stcep curve, isa temporary trestle, 300 feet 
long and forty feet high. The train was running 
at ¢he rate of thirty-five milea an hour and when 
it rounded y the engine 
struck 4 which, loosened 
by the frost, had rolled from a high embankment 
above to the railroad. 

An awful crash followed, the engine broke from 
the tender and left the track, the tender 
partly broke from the train and the separated 
parts rushed in a mad race forthe trestle. When 
the engine reached the trestle proper it seemed to 
stop suddenly and then plunged down the em- 
bankment. ‘The train, grinding out flashes of 
fire from the rails, swept by it safely, and was 
stopped by the air brakes at the other endof the 
trestie. As the engine toppled over Engineer 
Mahan was turown out. @ was found some 
forty feet from the engine ina deep ravine. He 
was unconscious and ts fatally injured. 

The engine wascrushed into a mass of warped 
and shattered iron. Whén theengine stopped, 
before its plunge into the ravine, it threw Fire- 
man Lindsey high into the air through the cab 
roof. He alighted on an embankment, His 
shoulder was dislocated and he was otherwise in- 
jured. Tho tender left the track when the train 
stopped on the trestle. and plunged into the 
chasin below without taking any of the cars with 
it, making a second miraculous escape, The pas- 
sengers were badly sriehhensa but beyond ashak- 
ing up were uninje They were brought to the 
city atlo’clock this morning. é accident is 
pronounced by railroad men to be the most mar- 
vélous ever knuwn to them.

SAN FRAncisoo, February 21.—The United 
States man-of-war Mohican will leave for the 
north next mont), taking in tow the Nipsic, one 
of the vessels wrecked at Samoa about three years 
ago, The Nipsic will be left at Port Orchard, the 
new navy yard. Acorpsofmen will be landed, 
and make a preliminary survey of the ground, 
clear the bush and put things in shape for the 
construction Of the yard.

Captured the Whole Gang. 

CINCINNATI, ‘February 21.—The. greatest haul 
of counterfeiters, including the capture of plates 
and printed bills, ever made here, was accom- 
plished yesterday by the government detectives. 
The whole gang is in jail. They are Kalph Wishon, 
asteam engineer; W. G. Hera, the Fourth street 
photographer, and W. T. Brown, an engraver. The 
detectives have been working on the case since 
December 26th. They captured a dozen photo- 
engraved plates of the Grant series of five-dollar 
silver certificates, and founda carti of dan- 
gerous printed pills. They also captu in the 
process of preparation a ten-dollar silver. certifi- 
cate plate of the Hendricks series of 1886. Besides 
they found glass etchings for both counterfeit in 
course of preparation. b Fleming, whom John 
Wishon had solicted to shoye the goods, informed 
the detectives, andinsisted on their working up 
the case.

A Scheme to Swamp the Alliance Vote. 

On the basis of one delegate for every ten 
thousand members, and twenty-five additional 
for each organization, the body Was estimated 
at two hundred and fifty to three hundred 
members, but this calcujationis liable to be 
upset: by a movemeent now on foot to rear- 
range the representation 60 a8 to suit each 
congressional district. This will give an ad- 
vantage to the vdrious organizations who are 
eager for any declaration in favor of indepen- 
dent political action. 

They see the Farmers’ Alliance on the basis 
of one delegate to 10,000 members fwould hold 
@ very large part of the voting -strength of the 
convention, probably 40 per cent. 

The Third Party Sentiment. 

The sentiment in fayor of a third party 
seems irresistible, in spite of the opinion of 
Ben Terrell, chairman of the conference com- 
mittee, to the effect that this> conference 
was notcalled to form a third party, but to 
formulate the demands of all organizations of 
producers, who will only vote for tho patty ac- 
ceding to those demands. 

Mr. Vincent Talks. ' 

Mr. Frank Vinceut, éditor of The Non-Con- 
formist, which is one of the most influential 
alliance papers, said to me that Terrell, though 
chairman of the conference committee, did 
not occupy as advanced a position as the mass 
of the delegates, who, were unmistakably in 
favor of a declaration for iadépendent political 
action, regardless of the old parties.

President Polk’s Views. 

Mr. Vincent said tonight: 

“President Polk is with us. He says he

Colonel Polk's speech 
appears to have been the opening of thar fight. 
He said, among other things shown by the 
stenographic report: 

“T believe in organizing this movement. We 
have not secured any ambulances for the lame, 
and the fellows who had rheumatism just on 
the point of battle; and if there be any of 
those among you who are not going to follow 
his orders up tothe ramparts of battle, they 
should get out. I take it that this convention, 
feeling as it must, that is to play the most im- 
portant part in the reform conferences, that 
you come here not to do anything foolishly, 
not todo anychildish work. I bavecome here 
to tell this great convention that if they will 
lay down the principles that are to serve the 
greatest interest of humanity; if they will lift 
them to a higher plane; if you are 
its friends; if they are going to 
stand up and demand, in the face of the Amer- 
icah people, equal rights to all and special 
privileges to none—that you are going to lead 
in this movement.”’ 

The Reference to Livingston. 

Mr. Vincent said Colonel Polk then read the 
Livingston resolution introduced in congress a 
few days ago, as follows: 

In view of the unrest and the expressed dis- 
satisfaction of the magses of this country and 
their inquiry as to the position of this house 
toward the people, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we extend them our sincere 


éympathy and promise to do all in our power to 


improve the finances and reduce taxation. 

The stenograpbic report here credits Colonel 
Polk with these warlike words: 

“As an American citizen, not as a re- 
republican, not aS a democrat, 
not as_an alijanceman, but as an 
American citizen, I stand here today and say 
I, for one, will never leaye St. Louis till I 
place on record my protest against this in- 
famous demagog.” 

Here Mr. Vincent says he asked Colonel 
Polk who introduced that resolution and he 
replied, “Livingston.” 

The sternographic report credits Colonel 
Polk as saying further: 

‘Don’t you all feel good since I-read this 
resolution before you? What are you here 
for, spending your time and your money? 
Brothers, I can’t sit down without warning you 
a little. Iam notso much afraid of the enc- 
mies without, as I am the traitors within.

Stealing an Engine to Escape with, 
He Is Pursued 


AND A HOT BATTLE TAKES PLACE. 


A Wild Ride and Desperate Fighting. 
— The Boldest Train Robbery of 
Recent Years on Record. 


Rocuester, N. Y., February 21.—Train No. 
$1, on the Central Hudson, fs known as the 
Americanfcompany’s special. It runs every 
day in the year betweon New York and Butf- 
falo, and carries only goods and property 
shipped by that company. 

The express company pays the Central Hud- 
gon many thousands ff doliars yearly for the 
use of this train, and it runs on the same time 
and with the same privileges as the limited 
@xpresses. The train leaves New York at 9 
o'clock each evening, and is due inthis city 
at 7:05 o’clock inthe morning. Nearly all the 
Cars are run through to Chicago, and ‘contain 
most valuable express matter. 

The “Money” Car. 

One car is known as the ‘‘money’’ car and 
in itissent specie from the United States 
treasury for western banks, as well as money 
in process of exchange between the banks of 
New York and the west. 

The load of wealth sent from New;York on 
this train is usually greater on Saturday evening 
than on other days, and often amounts to more 
than a million dollars, in addition to the jew- 
elry and other valuables. One of the most 
trusty messengers of the company and some- 
times several are placed in charge of this car, 
and s0 great is the secrecy observed in regard 
to the car and its contents that often the crew 
of the train do not know in which car the 
monoy is carried. Daniel T. McInery, of this 
dity, was in charge of the ‘‘money”’ caron the 
trip Saturday night. 

The Make-Up of the Special. 

The train was made up of eight express cars 
and one day coach for the accommodation of 
the regular train crew. Only one messenger 
was assigned to the money car, as the work of 
billing was light. The other cars had two 
messengers. The train left Syracuse at 5 
o’clock this morning in chafge of Conductor 
Einmil Laas, of this city. The train was drawn 
by engine No. 692, with Caleb Charry, en- 
gineer. The coach was in the rear of the 
train and the money car just Ahead. 

The Air Whistle’s. Warning. 

When the train was near Weedsport the 
conductor, who was in the. coach with his two 
trainmen, thought he heard the -air whistle 
sound very faintly. It was enough to arouse 
him to the belief that something was wrong in 
the express car. Going out on the platform of 
the coach he climbed on the rail, and, looking 
through the hole where the bell cord comes 
through, he sawthe upper part of a map 
whose face below the eyes was concealed by a 
red flanne) mask. The messenger he could 
not see. He went back, set the air brakes and 
called his two trainmen. The three stood 
leaning out from the platform, looking forward 
along the sides of the express Car. 

Bullets Whistling Through the Air. 

Suddenly a man’s form appeared at the side 
door of the express car, revolver bullets 
whistled past their ears and a voice was 
heard commanding them to signal the engi- 
neer to go ahead or take the consequences. 
The trainmen were unarmed. The conductor 
told one of his men to jump off, run back to 
Jordan, and telegraph along the line to Rech- 
ester that they had train robbers on board. 
This was done, and the conductor signalled 
the engineer to go ahead at full speed, think- 
ing that the robber would not dare to jump 
and would be captured at the next stop. The 
train went to Port Byron, her brakes were set 
again and the conductor and trainmen went 
to the express Car. 

Money and Jewelry Scattered * About. 

The car showed signs of a desperate struggle. 
Money packages and jewelry were lying scat- 
tered about. Everythingin the car seemed 
stained with blood and Messenger McInery 
was lying bleeding from several wounds and 
almost unconscious. 

The robber was nowhere to be seen and was 
supposed to have jumped and made govd his 
escape. McInery wanted to be brought on 
to Rochester and a telegram for an ambulance 
was sent on to Rochester, and the train went 
on to Lyons, the next stop. The news had 
spread all along the line by this time and 
the station at Lyons was alive. 

A Young Man with Gold Eyeglasses. 

Among others in the crowd wasa wel)]-dressed 
young man wearing gold eyeglasses and carry- 
ing a satchel slung by a strap over bis shoulder. 
Now, itso happened that the trainmen had 
noticed this same young man at the station at 
Syracuse before the train pulled out, and they 
had not seen him since, and the ‘question of 
what he was doing at Lyons and how he got 
there at once suggested itself. An attempt 
was made to seize him, but he pulled out two 
revolvers, held the crowd back, and backed 
across the yard until he reached a coal train, 
the engine of which had steam up ready to 
pull out for the west. 

A Man With Nerve. 

He pulled the pin holding the tender to the 
first car and, climbing over the coal into the 
cab, drove the engineer and fireman out with 
his revolvers and started the engine. 

Conductor Laas and one of the switchmen 
procured a shotgun and freed the engine of 
the express, and, with the fireman and 
engineer, started in pursuit of the fugitive. 


The Central Hudson isa four-tracked road . 


and the two engines, though both going west, 
were noton the same track. The express 
engine soon overtook the robber, who suddenly 
reversed his engine and let his pursuers pass 
him, pouring a perfect hail of pistol bullets 
into the cab as his pursuers went by. 

The Battle on the Engines. 

Then the pursuers stopped and the pursued 
went ahead. Another duel ensued, the shot- 
gun taking part thistime. Noone was hurt in 
either battle. About two miles beyond the 
robber found his engine was giving out, so he 
jumped out ata crossroad and started across 
the country, going south. 

' He to terrorize a farmer into let- 
ting him have a horse and rode on about two 
miles farther south. Here he procured a 
horse and cutter, persuading their owner, a 
German farmer, to entrust him with them by 
firing on him. 

The Pursuit Over the Country. 
The party on the express engine had re- 


| turned to Lyons, where the sheriif of Wayne 


| mitted that he was the man who had at- 


tempted the train robbery. He is believed to 
be the-much-wanted Oliver Curtis Perry, who 
robbed Express Messenger, Moore, nearjUtica, 
last fall.

At 8 o’ciock on Saturday evening the 
satchel arrived in Macon, to which place it 
had been checked overthe Central. It was 
placed in the baggage room among countiess 
others. 

Yesterday morning the satchel still re- 
mained there, no one having called for it. 
It might have been at the baggage room 
yet had it not attracted the attention of the 
baggagomasier in charge. 

An unbearable stench was emitted from the 
Valise, and it was decidad best to openit. <A 
atartiinug discovery wa3 made. 

The satchel’contained the fresh skeleton 
of a white woman. 

The flesh had evidently just 
ped from the bones, a little meat 
maining clinging to them. 

One of the feet was hardly touched at 
all, scarcely any of the flesh having been 
taken from it. 

Covering the entire skeleton was 
sloth, 

The ghastly find produced an unusual 
amount of excitement. The Macon police 
were immediately notified, and they took 
charge of the satchel and its contents. 

In addition to the skeleton they have 
found a case of surgical dissecting instru- 
“ments. The former was turned over to 
City Physician Ferguson, and the _ instru- 
monts were taken in charge by the au- 
thorities and sent to the barracks. 

While the affair was being discussed’ a 
mame was foundengraved on the lid of the 
case. It was that of H. M. Young. The 
gearch was made for him in the Central 
City, but no one by that name was found. 

The story of the discovery reached Atlanta 
last night and here, too, an effort was made 
to find H. M. Young. There was but one 
person corresponding to that name, and he 
was seen at hishome at 146 Ivy street. <A 
visit there failed to ascertain any further*in- 
formation about the valise. 

The desired party gave his name as H. W. 
Young, and stated that the directory had made 
a mistake in his initials. Instead of being a 
medical man or one likely to have dissecting 
instruments in charge, he proved to be a book- 
keeper we!l known in the city, and seemed 
amused atthe idea of his having becn con- 
nected with the Macon discovery.

Not 
conter:‘ with the heinous crime he had already 
committed, he took a fork and gouged out the 
eyes of the little one, which he roasted, and 
thon taking a slice from either jaw he and his 
sister set themselves down to a feast. 

Although they live in the most abject 
poverty, it is hardly reasonable to suppose that 
they were driven tosuch e&tromities through 
excessive hunger. It was said that on being 
asked if he really eat the eyes and jaws of the 
infant, the little fiend replied: ‘Yes, sah, me 
did, and it was dood.” 

When the mother returned and fonnd what 
had been done, she did not show the least sign 
of maternal grief; on the contrary she went up 
to the residence of some white people near by 
and told them, witha grin suggestive of the 
imbecile that she is, that ‘ther baby was 
dead.”’ :

part of its competitor, and stopped the grading. 

Here was the rub. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern claimed the 
right to condemn the property, but the Georgia 
road said nay. The Georgia went further to at- 
tack the charter of the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern. 

This brought out another complication in the 
case and it went to thesuperior court of this 
county, with much interest attached to it. 

The court decided in favor of the Georgia ralfl- 
road and refused to allowthe Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern to take the Georgia’s right of way. 

But this did not satisfy the new road, and t 
attorneys for it carried the case immediately 
the supreme court, where it was to come up fora 
‘‘rush” trial within twenty days.

men. Heshowedthatthere are many kinds of 
rospels now being preached, among them the 
gospet.of dirt of agnosticisin, of “sweet light and 
culture” of “quit your meanness,’ but Said the 
speaker, nonce of them are the fullness of the 
go-pelef Christ. The gospel of Christ was not 
the repetition of deathbed scenes, either of those 
who died full of agony or of glory, it was some- 
thing clear, definite and *pecific. He analyzed it 
asithreefo'd in its character, consisting * of; 

1. Facts to be believed. . 

2. Commands to be obeyed. 

3. Promises to be enjoyed. 

The speaker showed tbat the facts to he believed 
were aiso threefold, viz.: the death, burial and 
resurrection of Christ; that the commands to be 
obeyed were threefold—faith in the Lord Jesus, 
repentance and baptism; and that the promises 
to be enjoyed were also threcfold—pardon of sin, 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit aud the promise of 
eternal life. Mr, Williamson endeavored very 
earnestly to impress upon his audience that a 
change of heart as produced by faith and mani- 
fested in repentance, was a necessary prerequisite 
to baptisin, and that .after baptism a man must 
live the life of the true Christian it hecver hopes 
forthe abundant entrance into the everlasting 
kingdom. ‘The speaker condemned seyerely that 
theory and character of preaching which made the 
gospel a “dead letter,” when Paul had said 
thatit was “the j;ower of Godto salyi.tion to 
eyery one that beheveth.” When God selects a 
power to do His work it is the best power that can 
be-selected. No power can take the place of the 
sun to warm into life and beautify the world in 
which we live. The sua is God’s power, and their 
is no other. In conclusion the speaker exhorted 
bis hearers to believe the gospe) and “Obey it, that 
they might enjoy its rich privileges and biessings. 
Atthe con¢lusion of the sermon four persons 
came forward, two to make confession and two to 
take membership with the congregation. 

At the evening service Mr. Williamson spoke on

A MEMBER OF HIS OWN CHURCH 


Takes .Up His Intemperate Utterances, 
Applause Within Church Walls 
Creates a Sensation, 


Avousta, Ga. February 21.—[Special.}— 
A great and unseemly sensation occurred at 
the Methodist St. John’s church tonight. 

It was precipitated by the sermon of Rev. 
W. W. Wadsworth, the pastor, who delivered 
an excoriation on the secular press. His 
theme was ‘‘Christ as a Sensational Preacher 
vs. the Secular Press.” 

The Cause of His Wrath. 

In bis remarks he severely scored the press, 
and made some scathing comments on ‘‘the 
poet-religious editor of The Chronicle,’ in 
particular. 

These remarks were brought about by an edi- 
torial entitled, ‘A Lay Sermon’ on Christian 
charity, which appeared in The Chronicle two 
weeks ago. This editorial was admittedly 
written by Mr. C. J. Bayne, whois a member 
of Mr. Wadsworth’s church, and is on The 
Chronicie staff. The editorial was regarded 
by the public as reflecting on the sensational 
character of Mr. Wadsworth’s sermons. 

The Pastor Indignant. 

In replying to this editorial deliverance, the 
pastor of St. John’s severely scored the “post 
editor,”” whom everybody understood to be Mr. 
Bayne. He sarcastically referred to the 
poetical aspirations of the young poet, and 
made fun of his logic. 

Mr. Bayee’s Answer. 

The sermon was highly sensational in all of 
its features, and frequently caused ripples of 
laughter, but the climax of sensationalism did 
not appear until the conclusion of the sermon 
anda prayer had been offered. Then it was 
that Editor Bayne arose from the amen 
corner, and, to the consternation of the au- 
dience, began to deliver an address. Ina very 
deliberate manner he said: 

“T desire to announce to the ladies and gen- 
tlemen of this congregation that if they will 
call at The Chronicle office at 4 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon, I will furnisb them with a poem 
that will interest them.”’ 

Wadsworth Comes Back. 

He then took his seat amidst loud applause. 
Then ensued a painful {silence, which was at 
last broken by Mr. Wadsworth, who carelessly 
remarked : 

“T am giad that ‘the poet’ has secured 
such a large congregation to hear his reply, 
and hope that the promised poem will be more 
transcendently sublime than the others he has 
furnished.” 

Applause Again. 

Then followed a still greater volume of ap- 
plause, which the pastorinterrupted by calling 
attention to the fact that the congregation 
was in the sanctuary of God, and 
that such demonstrations were unseemly. 

The Meeting Breaks Up. 

The doxology was then sung aud the con- 
gregation went home to discuss the sensation. 
Mr. Bayne is very indignant over the occur- 
rence, and announces that he will issue a 
poem in circular form tomorrow afternoon in 
which he will handle Mr. Wadsworth in an 
interesting manner. Sentiment with refer- 
ence to the occurrence is divided.

And it seems-to me thatthe 
angels of God who carry news from earth 
to heaven, need to take up this hour, in regard 
to your soul, only two words in order to kindle 
with gladness all the redeemed before the

Do you suppose that the 
news of a revolution in France or — 
would be carried to heaven? These things 
are’ not of enough importance, but there is one 
{tem that is sure to be carried. It isthe salva- 
tion gr Shia soul, itis of your repentance be- 
fore : 

The flying hoofs of God’s couriers clash 
through the gates, and the news goes from gate 
to inansion, and from mansion to temple, and 
{rom temple to throne, and “there is joy in 
heaven” among the angels of God over one 
sinner forgiven. It must be of vast import- 
ance to be of any moment in heaven, your sal- 
vation, in that land where gladnesses are the 
every-day occurrence, in that land where the 
coinmon stones of the field are jasper, and em- 
erald, and chrysoprasus, and carbuncle, and 
sardonyx. And yet, the news of your salva- 
tion makes joy before the throne of God.

Another Class of Select Studqats Are Li- 
censed by the State Board. 

There was an important called meeting of the 
state board of pharmacy held in the senate 
chamber last Friday, the first since the regular 

annual mecting of two weeks ago. | 

This meeting was held for the specific purpose 
of examining some studenta of the Atlanta Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, who will shortiy be dismissed 
by the completion of their courses. Six of the 


number succeeded in passing the rigid examina-« 


tion of the board, four of whom are students of 
the Atlanta Coilege of Pharmacy, and to three of 
these the highest Heense—that of pharmacist— 
was granted. 

The Georgia board of pharmacy is really one of 
the best in the country. Its members are wide- 
awake, well-informed gentlemen, who are in the 
front rank of their profession, and are therhselves 
anxious that none but well-qualified mén should 
be permitted to practice. Therefore, when stu- 
dents pass muster before this body, it is proof of 
itself that they have been carefully trained and 
are compctent to practice. The representatives of 
the Atlanta college not only passed muster but 
won considerable distinction in their examina- 
tiog. The board expressed themeelves as highly 
picased with the work this school i8 doing. 

Georgia has cause to congratulate herself on 
this state of affairs, Formerly the students of 
this section had to repair to New York, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia to receive the 
best instruction in pharence and it Was 
not to be procured without a heavy expenditure, 
Now, the very best instruction is obtainable here 
at homme for a mere nowinal cost, and almost 
every advantage is offered the student that is 
foundinthe best eastern schools. The adyan- 
tages ofthis is not to be overlooked when it is 
considered that many young men of limited re- 
sources enter this work. It once took a consid- 
erable financial backing to get a diploma; now 
the chief thing necessary in Georgia 18 @ quick, 
retentive mind and earnest application. 

Georgia’s boird of pharmacy is composed 
largely of young men, but they are hustlers: Dr. 
J. W. Goodwyn, of Macon; Dr. 8, C. Durban, of 
Augusta; Dr. Heary Sharp and Dr, George

Grange. Georgia’s interests in pharmacy are
